They accused 
him of inciting the Hindus to civfl 
disobedience and the association' 
explained no one .not even Great 
Britian, took any offense to the 
professor's remarks. 


William B. Munro, president of 


the' association, characterized the 
report as a "black eye" for the not* 
versity. It provided that Miller be 
reinstated and that the trustees 
must concede academic freedom 
and the right of a faculty member 
to security of office. 
This must 


be done, it asserted, "if the univer- 
sity is to regain in any reasonable 
time the esteem of intelligent opin-
